The  West  Dorset  Water  Board  took  over  direct  responsibility  of 
public  water  supplies  ^ the  District  on  Ist.  April,  1959,  The'^Council’ s 
responsibility  ceased  in  respect  of  public  water  supplies  to  Beaminster  Town. 
Netherbuiy  village,  Thomcombe  village,  Corsoombe  and  Halstock. 


The  Council  still  retain  responsibility  for  v;ater  supplies  to  their 
own  housing  estates  in  the  parishes  other  than  the  above. 


We^tyDorsetyWater  Board. 
Regior^_  Scheme  Phase  1 


In  April, ^ the  Ministry  approved  Phase  1 of  the  Board’s  Regional  scheme 
without  prej^ce  to  any  decision  that  mi^t  ultimately  be  taken  on  the  draft 
order  for  Litton  Cheney.  On  14th.  September,  a Public  Enquiry  was  held  regarding 
the  proposed  development  at  Litton  Cheney.  ^ ^ 

^ase  1 included  statistics  relating  to  the  Litton  Cheney  boreholes 
together  with  details  of  the  Hooke  pumping  station,  the  construction  of  five 
res^oirs  and  the  laying  of  approximately  19  miles  of  trunlc  mains  from  Hooke 
wes^ards  via  Toller  Down,  Beaminster  Dorm  (vri.th  a spur  to  Langdon  reservoir) 
o roadwindsor,  Salway  Ash  and  Dottery  from  where  a connection  would  be  made 
to  the  Bridport  siqjply  at  Bradpole, 


Cood  progress  was  made  during  1961 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year 


on  capital  works  contracts  of  Phase  1 , 


(a)  Reservoir  on  North  Warren  Hill  was  completed. 

(b)  Head  Works  etc  at  Hook  were  90^  completed. 

Detailed  foundation  dravri-ngs  for  the  pumps  had  been  received 
and  the  permanent  high  voltage  line  to  the  site  erected,

In  lAay,  the  Minister  informed  the  YiTest  Dorset  ¥ater  Board  that  he  had 
connunicated  TTith  the  Dorchester  Borough  and  Rural  District  Councils,  Y/eymouth 
Borou^,  Poarbland  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Ueynouth  Water  Works  Conpany, 
foreshadowing  noves  regarding  re-grouping  at  a not  too  distant  date,  and  in 
September,  on  the  suggestion  of  the  Minister,  a Yvorking  Party  was  xormed  to 
prepare  an  agreed  body  of  informatiLon  from  which  a more  accurate  assessment 
than  at  present  esd-sted,  could  be  made  of  the  likely  burden  which  re— grouping 
T/ould  impose  on  the  consumers  of  water  within  the  four  adjacent  authorities. 

At  its  first  meeting  on  25/9/6I  it  agreed  on  a form  of  questionnaire  to  be 
completed  by  all  the  authorities  concerned,  the  figures  from  which  woiild 
be  consolidated  by  the  Deputy)"  County  Treasurer*  Tlie  Working  Party  then 
proposed  to  prepare  an  agreed  report  sho\7ing  the  financial  implication  of 
forming  a Board  to  serve  both  Central  and  West  Dorset,  The  Report  would 
show,  first,  the  financial  position  of  the  proposed  Board  if  formed  in  the 
near  future  and,  secondly,  the  long  term  position  after  all  major  capital 
T/orks  had  been  completed  and  any  preferential  rates,  special  contributions, 
etc,  had  ceased  to  operate,

Approximately  3,600  persons  take  supplies  from  public  mins, 

2,800  from  private  piped  supplies  and  1,800  depend  on  individual  sources,^ 
e,g,  T/ells  and  springs,  which  are  mostly  of  doubtful  quality  and  insufficient 
quantity*

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The  oxisting  sowers  ar-o  nostly  coribined  highway  suirface  v/ater  a,nd 
house  drainage  sowers.  They  are  predoninently  old  stone  built  se\;ers  and 
discharge  untreated  into  the  rivers  at  various  points. 

Especially  during  the  suixier  nonths  the  condition  of  the  rivers  gets 
very  bad,  partioularly  so  in  the  case  of  the  river  at  tho  end  of  St.  liary 
Well  Street,  and  to  inprove  natters  during  these  nonths  parts  of  the  rivers 
are  cleaned  periodically. 

Pollution  of  the  river  is  also  aggra-vated  by  the  disoharge  of  drainago 
fron  the  nilk  drying  factor^''  of  Messrs  Dried  Lille  Pi^oduots  Lti.,  at  North 
Street,  and  fron  the  Proooss  and  Printing  Works  of  Messrs  ibbott  Brown 
and  Sons  Ltd.,  at  the  end  of  Fleet  Street. 

An  enquiry  into  the  sewerage  sohene  for  Beaninster  8.iid  Netherbury 
was  held  on  3l/5/6l  by  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Govemnont,  and  as  a result  of  this  enquiry,  tho  linister  agreed  that  a 
sohene  of  sev/erage  and  sewage  disposal  was  necessary.  The  Minister  suggested 
that  the  Council  should  approach  Bridport  Borough  and  Bridport  Rural  District 
Councils  with  a vie;/  to  exploring  the  possibilily  of  joint  action  vith  then, 
for  an  alternative  means  of  sewage  disposal  for  Beaninster  and  Netherbtiry  by 
the  conveyanoG  of  the  sewage  doT/n  tho  River  Brit  valley  to  discharge  into  the

As  Phase  1 of  the  ■V7est  Dorset  Water  Board's  Sohene  ^Till  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  19^2,  it  means  that  nains  T:ater  will  have  been  laid  on  to 
Salway  Ash  and  Dottery  (conpleted  at  the  end  of  I961)  and  also  to  Broadwindsor 
by  the  end  of  19^2,  so  urgent  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  sewering  of 
these  villages.

The  16  schools  in  the  area  have  been  inspected  regularly;  11  have  uater 
supplies  fron  neins^  (public  and  private),  4 fron  uells  and  1 has  no  v/atcr  on 
the  premises,  U8  samples  uere  taken  for  analyses  by  the  County  Council’s  staff, 
41  being  satisfactory  and  7 unsatisfactory,  13  schools  have  water  closets  and  3» 
vault  or  bucket  closets.  All  schools  have  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Heat  Treated  milk 
supplied  to  the  children. 

Flooding. 

No  flooding  occurred  in  the  a^rea.  Discussions  were  still  being  carried 
on  with  the  Dor*;et  County  Council  and  River  Boards  regarding  naining  parts  of  the 
rivers  Brit,  Parrott  and  /ixe,  and  cleaning  river  beds. 

In  July  the  Land  Drainage  Act,  I96I  came  into  operation.  Councils  are 
encouraged  to  undertake  flood  prevention  work  in  their  distiuot  other  than 
on  main  rivers. 

The  Pollution  of  K-V^s , 

The  Rivers  (Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961  cane  into  operation 
on  27th,  September,  I96I , The  principal  affect  is  to  require  the  River  Board’s 
consent  to  all  discharges  existing  before  the  coni' lencement  of  the  Rivers 
(Prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1951 •

iiU  neat  at  knackers  yards  must  be  sterilised  or  stained  green.
